THE CRISIS AT GENOA. 


What the German delegation has to say in 
‘fesponse to the nine power rebuke is not at hand 
‘Wt this writing. The protest asserts that the 
‘Rapallo treaty fs “a violation of the conditions 
to which Germany pledged herself upon entering 
the session.” Dr. Rathenau, who represents a 
‘government which has been credited even by the 
‘French with a disposition to fair dealing, asserts 
he made several unavailing attempts to see Mr. 
Lioyd George and justifies the separate negotia- 
tions on the ground that he was reliably informed 
that British negotiatidns with the Russians were 
| developing in a form to injure and isolate Germany. 
- It is apparent a rather unsatisfactory diplomatic 
controversy will arise, but there are more im- 
portant consequences already appearing. The 
most significant of these is the tendency of the 
neutral states to oppose the proposed expulsion of 


. the Germans from the principal commission—that 


which is dealing with Russia. They evidently be- 
Heve that their interest will not be advanced by a 
bargaining of Great Britain, France, and their 
allies with Russia, to the exclusion of Germany 
nnd themselves, who are not represented on the 
first commission. | 
This is not surprising. Without’ any direct 
knowledge of what has been taking place behind 
the scenes at Genoa, American observers can ap- 
preciate the desire of such countries as Sweden 
and Denmark to prevent an arrangement between 
Great Britain, France, and Russia’ by which spe- 
cial advantages in the trade and development of 
Russia should be secured, while the revival of Ger- 
many, in which these neutrals have an i e 
concern, may be seriously compromised. _ 
It is undeniable that separate negotiations by 
any pair or group of the nations assembled at 
Genoa might be destructive of its announced, 
purpose of dealing collectively with the problem of 
Russia for the common benefit. But that negotia- 


‘tons have actually been carried on in this spirit 
is now challenged by the German deldfation with | 


apparently the sympathy of neutral delegations. 
Tie question is now whether the governments not 
in the allied group will draw definitely together 
in a powerful opposition, which would probably 
finish the conference 
European situation at a very dangerous crisis, or

Perhaps we have recently made anoth- 
er distinct gain. Anderson and Gold- 
berger proved that the blood of a person 
with measles could be used to cause 
measles in monkeys, _ 
Duval and Duanoy seem to have proved 
that guinea pigs can contract measles. 
They injected human blood from measles 
cases into the hearts of guinea pigs. The 
guinea pigs developed fever and had a 


decrease in their white blood  cor- 
‘puscles, 
The attacks were interpreted as 


measles, though many of,the character- 
istics of the disease were absent. Other 
guinea pigs injected with blood from 
human beings not sick with measles 
were not affected. The guinea pigs 
which d had this atypical measles did 
not get sick the second time when the 
inoculation was repeated. 


The practical points indicated by this 
experig¢nce are as follows: ; 
The incubation period of this condition 
was established at nine to twelve days. 
Human blood was not infective unttl 
thirty-six hours before the onset of the 
eruption. It ceased to be infective twen- 
ty-four hours after the fever had sub- 
It was most infective at the 


The animals that died had violent hem- 


| orrhagic nephritis—infammation of the 


kidney. 

If we,can apply these findings to the 
human subject the incubation period of 
measles is nine to twelve days. The 
disease becomes catching from thirty-six 
hours before the eruption appears and 
ceases to be so twenty-four hours after 
the fever becomes nofmal. 

In measles watch out for evidence that 
the kidneys are involved. 

It has long been known that babies 
at the breast are not susceptible to 
measles. Bottle fed babies are. The 
reason for this safety of the breast fed 
baby, it has been said recently, is pro- 
tective substances in the milk, these sub- 
stances being derived from the mother. 
Cows never having measles, their miik 
does not contain this substance.

Modern Joliet Prison Is 
Almost Completed. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

in the new penitentiary at Joliet 

which will be completed in about an- 
other year, Illinois plans to develop 
extensively prison employment, which 
is the real basis of the modern idea of 
prison administration. 

A model penal institution is pictured 
as a “beehive of industry” by experts 
the country over. Nothing, they de 
clare, can take the place of labor as an 
agency for re-claiming the criminal] if 
he is susceptible of social reéducation. 
The habit of work, the will and the 
inclination to labor productively, these 
are regarded as the great essentials. 

Employment and the response the 
prisoner makes to work are the real 
meat in the classification and progres- 
sive merit system in vogue in Illinois. 
Aithough seldom emphasized, it is all 
the real foundation of indeterminate 
sentence and parole system, 
which supervision over the delinquent 
is carried beyond the prison walls. 

Convicts Building New Jail. 

So, in the new jail, which is being 
built, largely by convicts themselWes, 
the state is engaging on an intensive 
study of what industries can be set up 
and how wide a variety the work can 
take to advantage. A large field of 
activities is open, for the supplies and 
materials used by the state institu- 
tions themselves are manifold. 

At present about 65 per cent of the 
prison population of Joliet is produc- 
tively employed, and the rest works 
at jobs around the prison. Yesterday 
there were 1,820 men and 36 women in 
the institution. 
155 men were employed. The quarry is 
just across the road from the prison. 
In it quantities of crushed stone for 


road building purposes are produced.

Anti-Leaders Ready for 
Any Turn of Events. | 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 

It is up to Gov. Small and the Chi- 
cago city hall machine whether there 
is to be peace or war at the Republican 
state convention at Springfield tomor- 
row. Hilinois Republicans generally 
controlling an easy majority of ithe con- 
venticn, are for peace, but not at any 
price. The general disposition is to do 
what is possible to heal over factional 
disturbances, as far as possible, look- 
ing forward to the congressional elec- 
tions in November. 

The decision ts definite, however. 
that any attempt made by Gov. Small 
to secure for himselfa public and party 
commendation of his administration 
will be met by stubborn resistance. 
The same is true of any effort by the

against the Lundin-Small-Thompson 
domination. 


Leaders Are Impartial. 

There is no disposition on the part 
of the anti-Small leaders to condemH 
him. Their feeling is that the crim- 
inal cases should be tried by jury and 
‘not by state convention. There is ne 
symptom of effort to make platform 
reference to legislative matters, where 
Republican majorities in both houses 
in Springfield are on record against 
the traction and tax bills. 

If it is disclosed, however, that Gey, 
Smal! makes a battle for his own in- 
dorsement and that Mayor Thompson 
strives to rehabilitate hie discredited 
platform of 1920 then there will be a 
fight at Springfield, and it will be ts 
the finish. Every indication is that 
such a move will be defeated.
